Bileotoss of New-York! less than a week moro re- 
mains for preparation, Tuesday, Nov. 6th, is your day 
of oloction, Be nyapr! 

Since this year opened, New-Hasesmins, Roope 
[auanp, Conxgericu7, OnEGoN, VERMONT, NEDBASTA, 
(twios,) Conorapo, Marys, Penssynvanta, O10, 
IxprANA and JowA, have held State elections. Eyory 
ong of tho twelve has been by the Republican- 
Unionists, All but tho three last have chosen Gover- 
nors. Together they have chosen Firty-rivg Repub- 
lican-Unionista and Darcly tieelce of tho other 
sort to tho next House of Representatives, leay- 
ing avven moro to be chosen by them, whorcof 
six wili bo with us, Wo have actually gained Rop- 
roventatives 8o far, beside Sonators in place of Nea- 
mith of Oregon oud Cowan of Pennsylvania, And 
wo havo cooured the return, in addition, of Republi- 
con-Unionists to tho Senate from Vermont, Con- 
nootiout, Indiana, Iowa and Nebraska, for six years 
onauing. 

Up to this hour, tho clections have gone stendily for 
ug. Wo hayo lost nothing and gained all that wo 
could bayo roasopably expected. And we shall cer- 
tainly triumph likewise in Inuisois, Muontoay, 
Ww warn, Minneso74, Mussourr, ond Kansas, 
Tho noxt Congress is already secure by at least two- 
thirda in eithor House, All that our adversari¢s hopa 
or strugglo for ia to break their fall by electing a Goy- 
enor of the Empiro State ond retaining their prosent 
atrongth in Congross from New-Jorsey. 

Thoy are doomed to certain disappointment and do- 
foat, Now-Jorsoy will elect at least threo, if not four, 
Ropublican-Unionists (out of five in all) to roprosent 
hor in tho n6xt House. Our State will choose to the 
nost Congress aud ber Legislaturo as many Republi- 
can-Unionists as she did to the last. And Revpex 
E. Peyton will bo retlected her Governor by o 
largely-inoreased majority. 

Ho will be reélected, not without effort, but by 
means of effort. Ho will be reéleated, in spite of the 
moat profuso and reckless expenditure of money over 
mado in an Amorioan State contest. He will bo 
redleated because the People will it, and because they 
are praparing to make good their determination by 
their yotes. 

Never did the popular heart beat bigher for Loyalty 
and Liborty than now and here. We bave been all 
oyor tha State, and baye generally been assured by 
aptive Ropublivang, ‘Things look remarkably well in 
this County. Wo shall do better thau year 
here, Wo shall largely inorease our vote, and consid- 
orably increase our minjority.” Generally the meet- 
{nga ofour friends aro large as well as spirited. Io 
esveral Countios wo hear that the naturalizations are 
in our favor, whioh is unusual. Everywhere a lerge 
majority of the young men who haye come of ago 
within the last year aro Republicans. They havo 
boon ausiously studying the progress of tho war for 
the Union, and thoy believe in ‘‘Hail Columbia’ ond 
tho Blars and Stripes. 

80 far os we have been, thore is not o aluggish 
County in our State. The voto is sure to be large, 
even if the day of cleotion bo inclement; it will bo 
very largo should that day be fair and pleasant. And 
qvo fool tho strongest confidence that our part of it 
will bo aa well polled out as the other. 

Our adversaries can carry majorities in twelve to 
eighteon Counties at most, leaving forty-odd to givo 
Republican majorities—many of them quite large ongs. 
Wo shall be disappointed if Gov, Fexton’s County 
majorities do not add up more than Sixty Thousand, 
while those of bis competitor can hardly exceed Forty 
Thousand. Outside of this City and its suburbs, it 
an hardly roach Ten Thousand. - 

SUUI, tho margin is narrow, considering that tho 
agarogate volo will rouge from Six Hundred and 
Fifty Thousand upward—that is, from 75,000 to 
109,000 higher than last year, Then, wo bad ‘Thirty 
Thousand majority; now, wo shall poll at least 
69,000 moro than then. To beat us, our adversaries 
aust inorease their voto at least 80,000. 

Mon and brethren ! the Good Causo neoda your best 
efforta! Woe shall triamph; but two Fotes unpolled 
in cach school district would defeat us, What we 
‘nood ia not accessions of strength, but sucb-an organi- 
ration, au0l couort as InsOres the polling of our full 
vote. 

Frionds in each County, Township, Eleotion Dis- 
triot, take care that yonr lost yoter is duly regis- 
tered, your arrangements for bringing voters to tho 
polls promptly perfected, and your last voto duly 
polled. Thon you may look with confidence for 
abeoring accounts of the stroggle and the victory. 


OUR GOVERNOR. 

Ravan E. Fenton has, throughout his responsible 
{ifo, boon a citizen of Chautauqua County, Though 
that “county was overwhelmingly Whig, ho was an 
anwayoring Domocrat, though to bo so scomed to 
sousign Him to hopeless obscurity. But in 1852, he 
qaa nominated by his party for Congress, and most 
anoxpootedly elected, through the unpopularity of his 
Whig competitor. His mojority was, wo bolieve, 52. 

Hp took bis seat on the first Monday in Détembor, 
{853, in a Honse whioh was Democratic by about two 
to ona. Mr. Donglas, Chairman of tho Sonate’s 
Committea on Torritorics, was finally persuaded, or 
coaxed, or bullied, into embodying in a bill which 
provided for the orgapization as Territories of Kansas 
and Nebraska, a ropes! of that portion of the Missouri 
sompact of 1820 which forbado tho logalization of 
Slavory in any Torritory of the United States lying 
‘north of N. lat. 36° 30/. Mr. Fenton, with N. P. 
‘Banks, and quito s number of the youngor Democrats, 
with Col. Thomas H. Bonton ond other soniors, 
stoadfaatly opposcd this proposition, and opposed tho 
bill because of {t, Tho bill was novertholoss forced 
throngh tho Houso, by a yoto of 113 to 100, and be- 
pamoalay. Iu the division that thereupon ensued, 
fc, Ponton ‘ook Republican ground with Proston 
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1866, 


King, Ward Hunt, Goorgo Opdyto, and other con- 
spiouous Democrats, and ho bas nover sinca been 
othor than a Ropublican. 

Fo was not a caudidato for teulootion in 1834, whon 
tho Know-Nothings carried hia diatriot; but be ran on 
tho Eromont ticket in 1856 ond was electod, aud 
thonoo redleotod by Jargo and gonorally inoreasing’ 
majorities down to 1864, whon ho withdrow, having 
beon nominated for Govervor. Ho has thus sorved 
five {iil terms in Congress—ench ns tho ropresonta~ 
tivo of tho strongly Whig district composed of Chau- 
tanqua and Cattaraugus Countios, which contains 
many able and worthy mon who were in fall accord 
with its bygono politics; yot wo believe his reuom 
ination waa noyer seriously contested, ; 

Mr. Fenton soryod in Congross nearly to the end 
of tho War for tho Union, of srhich ho was one of tho 
firmost, most officiont supporters, Bolioving the 
Union to bo right and tho Rebellion wrong through- 
out, he gayo his boat onergios to the National canse, 
voting steadily for taxos, loans, lovies, drafts, and for 
tho Emmuoipation policy whoraby thoy wore rondorad 
effectual. Ablormon there may Lave boon in“Con- 
gress; but thero was nono more deyotod, or moro 
road to inyoko and to mako saorifices for the triumph 
of the Union. 

The Vnion soldiors, but ospeaially ‘those from our 
Stato, found in him on earnost avd assiduous friond. 
Not morely in Congress, but in camp and hospital, his 
atlontionto their welfare ani comfort was untiring, 
1s thousands of thom’ gratefully attest, 

Ou tho Iamonted though glorious death of Gon, 
James §. Wadsworth, Mr. Fonton was naturally 
Gosignatod os our stondard-boaror In the dotormined 
stragalo of 1864, and was nominated for Goyornor 
with rowarkablo wuauimity, His vote justified tho 
yrisdom of the choice. Though pitted against tho in- 
oumbont, who was an ablo canvasser and had great 
porsoual strongth, Afr. Fenton was oleoted by a ma- 
jority considorably largor than Mr. Lincola’s—largar 
than that of any of his colleagues on the Republican- 
Union tiokot. But for ilogal votes, we bolieve it 
would thon hayo boon, aa it will aow be, over 20,000, 

Mr. Foffton has nearly served out bis torm with 
yory gonoral approbation. 
yoto a aumbor of bilis wherein heavy porsonal_and lo- 
cal intorosts Wore involved, aud has theraby mado somo 
onomios; but wo thitik be has made more friends by 
proving a faithful, trustworthy gaardinn of gonoral. 
intorosts and publio rights. Wo ayo diffored with 
him rogarding tho policy of one or two of theso yo- 
toos; but that he orrod, if at all, from tho beat motives 
and on the safo side, is gonorally conceded. Taxes 
haying boon onormously eubanoed by tho War, it had 
bocomo absolutely neoossary that no present increase 
ofppublio burdons for objects not of urgent, imporativo 
necossity, should be permitted; and Goy, Fontoa’s 
yetoos hayo tonded to lighton taxation and fayor tho 
masses, whilo proving him ready to inour poworful 
hostility in obedionco to hits convietlons, 

Mr, Fonton is probably now for the last time a can- 
Aidate for tho suffrages of his follow-citizens of this 
Stato, and has fairly earned their enthusiastic support. 
Novor yot defeated, wo predict that his redlootion in 
1866 will ba his most decidod ond emphatio triumph, 


FORWARD! 
Tho history of our country, for tho Laat six yoars, is 
a record ofsuocessive Democratic predictions steadily 


falsified by ovents. Since the pro-Slavory party ful- 
filled its own prophecy by inangyrating tho Rebellion, 
it hos nover failed to anticipato and foresee exactly 
what did not oomo to pass.

It declared, when Mc€lellan was superseded) that 
wo should baye no more success till he was recalled 
to command; but he was not recalled, and our_armiea 
woro lod by others to deoisive viotory. 

It croaked in all our cars that tho policy of Eman- 
cipation was tho death-knell of the Unions, but events 
provod it the Union's salvation. 

It doolarod that, if negroes were allowed to fight for 
tho Union, White men would not; but they would 
and did, oyen when Blacks charged and fonght bo- 
aide thom, as at Wagner, Heleva and Port Hudson, 

It deolared tho War for the Union a failure, and on 
that ground demanded the People's votes: tho Pooplo 
rofused to give thom, and fought out tho War to a 
glorious issue, 

It warnod our people that, if Lincoln waro resleat- 
ed, tho War would Uo interminable and disunion 9 
fixed fact: yot Lincoln wag réclevted: aud the "War 
soon brought to anend,  ~ : 

It sought to frighten our farmers with a proapeot of 
ondless consoriptions and a National Dobt that would 
dopriye thoir farms of all yaluo if the Republicans 
were Dot ousted from power in '64; yet, though thoy 
wore not, conscription soon coasod and the Debt is 
boing rapidly paid off without essontially reducing 
tho valuo of farms in any loyal State, 

And now this detected, exposed false prophot comes 
bofore the Pooplo with a thousand falsified predictions 
burned into its forebead, and says: Turn ont tho 
Republicans—yoto thoi down—doprive them of 
powor—or the Union will noyor bo restored, and a 
now olvil war will bo inaugurated.” 

Who believes the croaking raven? Who ares for 
ta selfish and doloful proguoatications? Who does 
not know that it will have to make a civil war if thero 
ia tobe onet Ropublioan-Unionists! onward to the 
atrugglo and tho victory! > 


THE CONSTITUTIONAL CONVENTION. 

‘As tho prosont Constitution of tho State provides 
for its own rovision but onoe in twonty years, and oan 
otherwise bo amonded only by a cumbrous method, it 
is important that the subject should be intelligently 
yotod upon in the coming. olection, -Tho various. ar- 
gumonts for and against haying o Convention show 
tho general conviction of tho inadequaoy of our Con- 
stitution. The orld, which opposes the Conyention, 
soya: ‘In its incoption aud design, tho Constitution 
of 1846 is as porfect an Instrument as over formed tho 
fandamontal law of a froo demooratio community. Ita 
loading idoa was to decontralize power and purify the 
Logislaturo. It leaves hardly vestige of appointing 
power at Albany. The Judges of tho higher courts 
and tho heads of departmonts are elected by tho 
people of the State, All the local officers of counties, 
citios, villages, and towns, aro required to be chosen 
by tbo people of tho counties, cities, villages. ond 
towns whoro thoy eorye, In this respect, nothing 
could bo more porfect in theory than the existing 
Stato Constitution, But it has not answered the de- 
sign of its framers.” This conclusion contradicts the 
argumont, for if it has not answered its dosign it 
should surely be amended, Ths Iorld accuses tho 
Logislaturo of dishonostly evading tho Constitution 
ond dofoating its intentions, and, upon its own show- 
ing, » Constitution that can bo oyaded is cortainly 
imporfoot in ita lottor, whatoyor it may be in its spiri 

Bub while The World complains that by evasions 
* the most important local officers of (he City of New- 
York are not ohosen by tho city,” The Evening Post 
complains of tho Constitution that it gives so little 
appointing powor to the Govornor that his ‘'influenco 
upon the policy of the State is reduced to a minimum; 
ho is moro a lay figuro than an actaal live Governor, 
and tho position, while it may be important tova pols 
itfcian, tn the low sonso of the word, is not now 
worth tho honorable ambition of statesman.” Horo 
is involved a aorlous difference of theory, and it eer- 
{ainly ia Loportant (9 oxamino whother tho glootiva 


He haa folt constrained to} 


baais of offioo which the Constitution haa a0 broadly 
nid cannot bo roconoiled with groator powor in tho 
Exeoutivo. That thore is somethiug wrong, tho 
ovils from which Ws suffer aro proof, and The World is 
ompbatio in declaring that tho Constitution has had 
no offoot in losaoning tho corruption of tho Logisla- 
turo. The Commercial Advertiser ossorts that if the 
Constitution cannot bo modified so as to romoyo theso 
ovils ‘it must bo admitted that Republican inotita- 
tions aroa failure, and should immediately bo ro- 
placed by 0 despotism Liko Napoleon's, or a limited 
monarohy like Victoria's.” But it beliovea that tho 
Conatitntion can bo so modified, and s0 do wo bolieve, 
and thereforo urgo tho Convention. Al the tax-pay- 
cra who groan under tho onormous woight of the 
goyornmont of this city will yoto for a Convention. 
Thoro is not o political or general interost in tho 
Stato that does not, from its own point of view, seo 
somothing in tho prosent Constitution that neods to 
be changed; the framers of this ‘ porfect inatrumont! 
themselves admitted its imperfootion when they made 
it contain a provision for its own amendment. 

‘Tho opposition to tho Convention rises from the fear 
that tho people will uso tho opportunity to break up 
the system by which tho “Ring” robs and tyrannises 
oyor tho motropolis, Almost univerally the pooplo 
fayor a chango for tho bottor, and any such change 
would bo tho worso for tho “Ring.” Those, who op- 
poso tho Convention are opposed to all reform, and 
uso tho old argumont that what was dono in the past 
is. good enough for tho presont, and that ‘it is bast to 
loavo well onongh alone.” Butwa bave quoted The 
World's own showing that ‘well onongh "is, in our 
ase, too bad to bo endared,

Tho'Inspeotors of Registry will hold thoir second 
and last gossion on Friday and Saturday, tho 2d and 
of Novomber, noxt prooading the clootion, whioh 
ooours on the 6th, Thoir dutios, as dofined by the 
law, will onablo voters to undoratand what are the 
prerequisites to a legal rogistry, We give the oon- 
cluding sootion of tho Act of 1866:

horeof, and tho other provisions of this act 

Tho accond acotion of tho same law provides that 
no ono aball be rogistored who oannot prove to the 
‘Ratisfaction af threo af tho four inspectors that he 
js a qualified votor in his district. Wo invite close 
attention to tho legal safeguard against frondulont 
naturalisations: 

‘No person born out of tho’ Waited shall bo ploed on such 
roglstor unless bo shall, to tho personat norsledge of throo of 
such inspectors haya beon duly naturalized, or shall provo bis 
naturalization aa provided in tho act hereby amonded. When 
tho question t raised on tho naturalization of a person, proof 
shall be mado to tho satisfaction of inspootors, by hls own oath 
for othorylso, “that tho porsoa olaimivg to bo placed on tho 
rogister Ls tho Idoattal porson aamed ia tho certificate bo pro- 
An003," 

It should bo oaréfully observed that no porson can 
bo rogistered who would uot on tho day of clootion be 
outitled, undor the Constitution and laws of the State, 
to oxoroiso the right of sufftago in hia cloctiondistriot. 
According to theso, a voter wust havo beon an inbab- 
ttant of tho Stato ono year, four mouths a rosidout of 
his connty, thirty daya (noxt precoding the election) 
of hia distriot, and ton days a naturalized citizon. 
Votora must appear in person to be rogiatorod, and 
tho ponalty for falso registry is imprisonmont in tho 
Ponitontiary for ono yoar, 

Thus advised, wo trust,that ovory inspector as woll 
3 oyery voter will bo awako to tho importance of a 
full ond fair registry ond voto. Our friends aro 
cautioned to mako sure, on tho day for rovising rogis- 
trios, that all logal yotes‘are registerod, and all others 
watobfully stricken off, Moroover, wo urgo upon all 
voters, without distinotion of party, to voto For a Con- 
vention to rovise our iuporfeot Stato Conatitution. To 
this ond, and for the poople of the wholo State, we 


most caxnostly appeal. 


A PLEA FOR THE FENIANS. 

Thero aro many reasons why the whole publio of the 
North, without-diatinotion of party, sbould unite in 
ploading for moroy to tho Fenian prisoners now undor 
sentence of desth. The roasous aro oqually strong 
why this fraternal and gonerous sppeal should be 
heard, oven if that of tho Goneral Govornment could 
be prudently disregarded. Tho publio of Canada, 
did they understand tho true nature of the oppor- 
tunity given to tho late Fenian invaslon, would doubt- 
Jess disooyor more causos than one for thia ourious 
international breach, and bo loss likoly to blame tho 
pooplo of the North than the President of the United 
States; Toss disposad to hang Fenians as they would 
common malofactors, than to denounce the troacher- 
ous blundor of policy whioh, having tavitly invited 
rash men to their peril, looked the doors upon thom, 
and put the key in the hands of their nomics, 

Wo hold, and atill hold, that the Prosidont of tho 
United States was to blame, Lf ho was suporsorvice- 
ablo to Cauada in holping the Ponians to defeat 
after they had invaded friendly torritory, bo was 
equally suporsorvioanble in aiding them to Invade 
it, His Administration gold arms to the Fenians, 
well knowing their purohasors; but whon, o3 it 
seomed, Mr, Jobnoon, by a tacit pormission, 
had allowed thom to use these arms, thoy wero 
confisoated. Now the Government makes parade 
of ita promiao to rostore them, but undor condi- 
tions which rondor it equally absurd and dishonest. 
Nor will it bo forgotton that in frequent specobes to 
Fonlans at tho White House, in the gratuitous and 
surprising roloase of tho Rebol Mitchol, and in the re- 
markablo ond oonatant omission of any word 
dissuading tho Fonians from an enterprise which 
he must hayo known to be illegal and dangorous, Mr, 
Johneon gaye aid and comfort tothe very mon he be- 
trayed. But ho did not botray them alone; ho aur- 
rendored the honor of tho North as basely as he de- 
livorod it to doath at Now-Orloans, whon, after having 
permitted those mon to invade a poscoful Stato he 
took tnusnal means to havo them hanged. Tho 
sontimont of tho North, though much provoked by the 
folluro of Great Britain to render its international 
obligations during our own war, did not counsel 
tha inyaslon of its neighbor territory; but it 
maintained that, on our part, wo wore bound to no 
more than our own {nternational obligations, Hence, 
when the Prosident, having deliberately lod on 
the Fonians to known ruin, hastily closed the trap 
on thom to oblige their enemies, ho shocked the public 
sonse of consistency. A weak policy is always wrong 
‘at both ends and bad in the middlo; and thus the 
Presidont has failed to satisfy Irishmen, Americans, 
or Canadians. 

Tho President and the Seoretary of State aro now 
making just amonds to an abused publio opinion, by 
urging upon the British Government a wiscly-moroiful 
and forgiving policy. This appeal t strengthoned 
‘and made consistent by tho fact that a Government 
‘aa great as our own has not condemned to death one 
oft of thousands of its enemies guilty of treason and 
robellion—tho worst offonsos that can be committed 
sgainst a nation. Great Britain, France, and moro 
recently and earneatly the Popo of Romo, have sought 
opportunity to interpose every friendly office for the 
‘pardon of thoss offondors—among them tho oblof oul- 
prit, Jefferson Davis, That thsy remain unpnnished 


ig duo to the meroy ond magnanimity of tho Nozth, 
which In appoaling for tho fow Fonlan prisonors gon- 


demnod to death, asks for nothing to which it cannot 
show moro than a parallel in forbearance and geno- 
roaity, Can Canado imitate a botter oxample? 

Werhayo great hopo that the counsel of our Govern- 
mont, baoked by tho goncral sontimont of tho Union, 
will bo heard in the friondlios irit, and that the 
condemned prisoners will bg saved from tho uselessn 
ofa punisbmont in most cases out of proportion to their 
roal offense. Canada should give covery heed to the 
voice which aska this favor in tho interest of peace 
and, in a certain sense, of juatico; for it is the voico of 
‘a great nation which has somothing on its aide to for- 
giyo that its British noighbors might well afford to 
havo blotted out. The British Government in Canada 
have more to gaia by the pardon of these men than by 
their death, and auroly could afford, in the interest of 
tho futare, to be o3 magnanimous as the mother 
cogntry, which pardoned its lust actual rebol, The 
example of mercy will bolp to caucal many an old 
score, both hera and across the water. It will boa 
good assurance that Canada will not bo invaded 
again, and it will bo a bond of good will botween tho 
strength of the Union and the weakness of ita noigh- 
bor. Therefore, whatever tho Foniana Advertise to 
doin any. garter of tho British realm, we hold it to bo 
@ measiiro of the highost polioy on tho part of Groat 
Britain, and cspooially of Canada, to mercifully for- 
bear, The opinion of tho world will applaud tho net; 
and what is moro direotly to the purpose, the domi- 
nant and intelligent sentiment of the United State: 
will bo grateful for it. 


THE NEW COMPLICATION BETWEEN PRUS- 
SIA AND AUSTRIA, 

‘Tho relations between Prussia and Austria have, in 
spits of the conclusion of peace, romained of tho most 
unfriondly naturo. Some weoks ago, whon a difficulty 
arose botwoon tho Prussian Govornmont anil the 
House of Deputies- on account of a joan of sixty mil- 
lions proposed by tho formor, Count Bismark very 
distinctly intimated that tho dispositions of the Ans- 
trian Goyornmont might soon bring on onothor war. 
Tho official and semi-oflioial pross of Prussia bas over 
since spoken of tho rolations of the two courts in the 
same mannor, ‘Tho havo, in particular, romonstrated 
in yory omphatio [anguago against tho intention 
ascribed to tho Austrian Emporor of appointing the 
formor Saxon Ministor, Baron yon Boust, one of tho 
ablost and most determined opponents of tho: Pras- 
sian polioy, Minister of Foroign Affairs in Austria. 
Such a stop could, of course, be looked upon by Prus- 
sla only as an iutimation that Austria would make 
nov offorta to retain oud to vtrengthen its position as 
& Gorman Power. If, as o recent Cable telegram 
stated, Baron yon Bousthas received the appointment, 
{n spite of all the Prussian romonstrances, it is very 
plain why tho relatious of the two Goyornmente, 03 4 
Cablo dispatchof-the day bofors yostorday stated, 
should assume a Very menacing obaracter. 

Tat Austria hss not fallon ont with Prasala alone. 
For some time the Austrian Government bas visibly 
catered to tho national aspirations of the Poles; 20 
much so, that the Polish subjeots of Russia end Pres- 
sia have bogun to talk of a reunion of all tho former 
Polish territory a3 a part of the Austrian E.pire, 
‘Theso stops, of course, havo been rocoived with marked 
displeasure in St. Petersburg. Moro recently, the ap- 
pointment of Count Goluchowsti as Govornor-Geno- 
ralof Gallicia, has greatly added to tho dissatisfac- 
tion of Ru: Gallioia is gonorally regarded as the 
Polish Crown-land of Austria; but in-fact, the majority 
of tbe inbabitants are not Polos, but Ruthenians, a 
Solavio trie, mors akin to the Russinns.than to tho 
Polos, Hitherto the Polos havo been in eyory rospoot 
tho predominant race, but of late tho Rathenians 
have begun to cultivate more sonlously thoir national 
Ltoratere, establish “echools, aud ia ovary respect 
assort their claims to tomaining a nationality not 
trom the Polos. ‘Thoso ondenyors find an outhusiastio 
sympathy in Russia, which treats the Ruthenians os 
real Russians, who, inthe courao of timo, it fs 
expectod, will bo absorbed by Russia. Count 
Goluchowaki,Frhom the Austrian Goyernmont bas 
appoiited Governor of the whole Crown-lond, is an 
onthusinstio Pole, and therefore greatly disliked by 
Ruthenians avd Russians. The attitudo-of Russia 
toward Austria baa thus likewise become unfriendly, 
and tho oiroumstance that tho only territory which 
possibly could indomnify Austria for its losses daring 
the Inst yoar is to be found ia Turkey, is by no means 
caloulated to establish or to restore o kind focling 
between the two Powors. Thora is, thorofore, a groat 
significanco in the Cablo dispatoh, in our issue of yes- 
torday, that Russia is thought not to be opposed toa 
further disintegration of Austria. = 

If Austria should uso the utmost care not to offend 
in onything tho Cabinets of Berlin and St, Potorsburg,it 
would be extremely difficult to live at permanont 
poace with cithor. Tho Prussian Govornment will 
nover cease to sock for & suitable opportunity to gain 
ths Gorman Provinces, and Rassia will ever be anx- 
|4ous to* prevent the consolidation of a Wost-Solavio 
Enipire and tho advanco of a competitor in tho East. 
‘At home there is nothing that would point to a closer 
union botweon tho divergont nationalities, while, on 
the other hand, tho soparate tendencies of the Gor- 
mans, Hungoriang,Sclavi aud Roumanians aro steadily 
and rapidly growing. Thus the opinion is evory- 
where gaining ground that a further disintogration of 
the Austrian Empire cannot be romote, and that it 
may possibly be very near,

It is doubtful whether ever again the cotton crop will be 
as Inno as in 1860, at Icast when €o large a portion can bo 
exported, We know this willatartlo a great many, partic- 
ularly.Eoglishinen. But we have fucts which oro worth 
‘occas of hopes and theories, Our population and capital 
have become largo, and our means for working up cotton 
aro great and constantly aro increasing. More than ue 
as the condition of tho blacks improve, they will, noc 
more clothing and more varied productions. Inevitably 
many will bo drawn from tho cetton fields to mechanical 
pursuits, in uccordance with natural tasto, and to # ercater 
variety of agricultural industry. This is inecparable from 
advancing civilization. Thousands will be connected 
with coarse and fino manufactures, which largely wAl ben: 
cfit the South; they will plant orcbards and vines, and be 
ambitions to have snug homes of their own, Large cotton 
crops cannot become tho basis of these things.
